J a m e s Marsh, aged sixty-seven, a 
widely known farm er 
of 
Redding 
township and prominent in agricul­ 
tural and religious movements of the 
county, died at 11:30 o’clock this 
morning at the Schneck Memorial 
Hospital where he was removed Fri­ 
day to receive treatment for uraemic 
poisoning. 
He had been ailing for 
several weeks but was taken seri­ 
ously ill Thursday night. 
Sunday it 
was realized that his condition was 
extremely 
dangerous 
and 
his 
strength gradually ebbed away until 
death came. 
Mr, Marsh was actively identified 
with the Jackson County Farmers’ 
Institute and was president of that 
organization for several years. 
lie 
was interested in the most improved 
methods of agriculture and worked 
diligently in behalf of any movement 
that was intended 
to 
benefit 
the 
farming community. 
The deceased was a prominent 
member of the Christian church at 
Reddington, and w'as a leader in the 
county affairs of that denomination. 
He was also president of the Jack ­ 
son County Sunday School Associa­ 
tion, an inter-denominational organi­ 
zation. 
Mr. Marsh as the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lucebra Marsh and was born 
in Jennings county, September 11, 
¡1848. 
In October the same year his 
parents moved to Redding township, 
this county, and he spent his entire 
| life in that community. He was rear­ 
ed in the old Marsh homestead and 
was educated in the common schools 
of the township. 
lie labored on his 
father’s farm until 3868 when he be­ 
gan his independent 
career 
as a 
farmer, having 
received 
forty-five 
acres of land from his father’s es­ 
tate. 
In 1901 he purchased a gen­ 
eral store at Reddington which busi­ 
ness w .s profitable. During the time,, 
however, he also looked after his 
farming interests and from time to 
time invested money in more land un­ 
til at the time of his death he was 
one of the largest 
landowners 
in 
Reddington township. 
During his years of active work 
on the farm Mr. Marsh gave con­

SAYS TEUTONIC ALLIES 
WANT TO OBLITERATE SERBIA 


Serb Diplomatic 
Representative 
in 
Paris Makes This Charge to 
Correspondent.

Paris, November 15—Extermina­ 
tion—not conquest 
of the

alone—but complete obliteration of 
its people is the German, Austrian 
and Bulgar aim in Serbia, Minister 
Yestniteh, Serb diplomatic represent­ 
ative in Paris, charged today. 
“We have proof,” he told me in an 
exclusive interview, “that our ene­ 
mies wish to stamp us out. 
The minister was

American aid for his people, “but it 
will be harder to give than it was in 
Belgium,”

“because in our case the invaders 
want us to perish."

war. He laid the Antwerp campaign 
at the door of Lord Kitchener and 
the French authorities. 
Churchill made the explanation in 
an address 
before commons

was promised when he resigned his 
seat in the ministry last week and of­ 
fered to join his regiment in France. 
Before crowded galleries he answered 
the men who had criticized his own 
administration of military and naval 
affairs while he was first lord of ad­ 
miralty. 
He also answered the pes­ 
simists 
who expressed doubt about 
the outcome of the war.

the Dardanelles enter­ 
prise as a legitimate gamble of war

Noted Negro Educator 


Dies 
After 
Illness.

death w*as received in Mobile from 
Tuskegee, Ala , by Clarence VV. Allen, 
local colored undertaker of this city 
with whom the negro educator spent 
a vacation during the latter part of 
September and October. 
This 
brief 
telegram 
stated 
that 
Washington had died at the institute 
shortly after arriving from New York, 
and that the funeral would occur on 
Wednesday. 
A widow, three children and four 
grandchildren survive. John H. Wash 
ington, a brother, is superintendent of 
industries at Tuskegee institute. 
\lthough he had been in failing 
health for several months, the negro 
leader s condition became serious only 
last week while he was in the east. 
He then realized the end was near, 
but was determined to make the last 
long strip south. 
He had said often. 
“I was born in thv south, have lived 
all my life in the south and expect to 
die and be buried in the south.” 
Dr. Washington was born in slavery 
near Hales Fo’J. Virginia, in 1857 or 
1858. 
After the emancipation of his 
race he mo\ed with his family to 
West Virginia 
He was an ambitious 
boy and saved his money for an edu­ 
cation. 
When he was able to scrape 
together sufficient money to pay his , 
stage coach fare to Hampton, Va., he 
entered General Armstrong’s school 
for negroes there and worked his way j 
through an academic course, graduat­ 
ing in 1875. 
In 1881 he organized the industrial 
School for Negroes in Tuskegee, to i 
which he devoted most of his atten- I 
tion during the remaining years of 
his life. 


President Objects to Action Resulting 
From Remark Made by Win­ 
netka, III.

Casady and 
therefore, be prevented from taking 
[»art in the Republican primaries. 
Jo n es 
asserted 
today that 
the 
proper interpretation of the section 
will remove all danger of such action 
by Casady because he is a Democrat. 
Ilis interpretation 
was 
that only 
Republicans have a right to challenge 
at a Republican 
primary, and that 
Democrats have no license under the 
new prim ary law to intrude upon the j 
Republican primary and vice versa. j 
If this interpretation should be found ! 
correct it would remove the greatest j 
objection found to the law thus fa r j 
by the Republican 
state committee, 
which is back of the suit. 
At the office of the state bureau of 
legislative information the opinion
